‘They 
say the Japanese, after four days of heavy 
bombardment from the sea, suddenly landed 
a force from junks and captured two coast 
forts at Kwang and Kinshan, east of Tiger's 
Tail entrance and three-quarters of a mile 
from the town. : 

The Russian garrison was small, a major- 
ity.of the men being engaged in bringing 
supplieé to the forts, which previously had 
been damaged by she'ls. The Japanese were 
only able to mount small guns. 

Russians Improvise Port. 

The Russians retired beyond a hastily con- 
structed wall of heavy timbers with steel 
plates and are stubbornly defending the road 
to the town. . 

A small fort farther west also has been 
captured. Reinforcements have been landed 
from rafts at Ilantshan, where heavy fighting 
fs in progress, The Russians have recap- 
tured Itehan and are holding their own at 
Palichwang, from which the Japanese have 
been driven.

NEWS NOTES FROM NEW YORK. 


Retiring Chairman of Canadian Manu- 
facturers Points Out Fire Insur- 
ance Defects. 


New York, Aug. 31.— [Special. In his ad- 
dress to members of the Montreal branch of 
the Canadian Manufacturers’ association at 
their annual meeting, just held, the retiring 
chairman, C. C. Ballantyne, made reference 
to the fire insurance question. 

It is,” said he, ‘* quite patent to every Cana- 
dian business man that the Canadian fire insurance 

mess not only in Montreal but throughout 
Canada is in an undesirable condition. The fact 
fs, I believe, that the better element of insurance 
men themselves are dissatisfied with it. The ele- 
ments in this condition are: First, that a great 
volume of business is being placed with United 
States corporations that have thrown off anti- 
quated and adopted modern methods; and, second, 
that Canadian industries that are continuing to 
insure in board companies are being burdened 
with abnormally high premiums, sometimes reach- 
ing as much as the total expenses of taxes, rent, 
fuel, and light. : 

“I am pleased to know that insurance compa- | 
nies at last have decided to adopt a system of 
specific rating. This is something the manufact- 
urers of this city have urged on insurance compa- 
nies for many years with apparently little success. 
A large majority of sprinkler risks in this city are 
carried by American companies. In fact. it is 
almost safe to assume that whenever you see a 
water tank for sprinkler purposes in connection 
with a manufacturing plant, such risk is being 
carried by an American company. The Canadian 
policy of the past of rating different classes of 
manufacturing businesses at fixed rates irre- 
spective of individual character and risk always 
has been, to my mind, a most peculiar way of doing 
business. 

** Canadian fire underwriters have not attached 
spouse importance to the use of sprinklers and 

her fire appliances. Asa consequence, American 
insurance companies today have a la majority 
of the safe manufacturing risks in his. city at 
rates profitable to them. Why, then, should not 
the Canadian Fire Underwriters’ association and 
insurance companies urge all manufacturers to 
put in sprinklers and provide all modern fire pre- 
cautions, the same as American companies are 
doing, and subsequently rate each risk on its mer- 
Its, and keep the ins of the Canadian manu- 
facturer in this country. To my mind, this would 
be preferable to the policy of not encouraging these 
modern facilities, a policy which, on account of 
its high rates, drives Insurance out of the country. 

The recent increase of 50 cents in congested 
districts of the city has brought it home to us that 
some definite action must be taken to ameliorate 

I am not trelined to take the view that the 
city fis without fault in this matter. There is much 
to de done, particularly towards increasing the 
pumping capacity, so there will be a reserve in 
winter months, and also towards making a uniform 
increase in the size of water mains in the congested 
district. And yet we must bear in mind the city 
has done much in the last three years to improve 
the fire fighting service—improvements which re- 
ceived scant recognition at the hands of insurance 
companies.
